I the conflict of prine'ple thus evoked, the
Sintes which sustained the cuuse of the L ulon
will recognize an old foe with a now face, 1t is
the old dogma of rigld construetion as applied
L0 the Nationu! Government and Iliberat con-
straotion as applicd 1o the Sintes on the one
bhand, and on the other the commou senge doe-
teine that the 'mn titwion provides for the per-
manence of the Unlon, sud for such an excercise
of authority by Congress as may be necessary
Ao _preserve the nationsl exlstence.
